by BL.*SCEIIE, giving Hitler's abridged cage history as a dental patient in the 
years 193h to 19430 

-In the beginning of the year 1934 I '^as» at the instance of the then 
i( Prussian) Prime Minister GOERIFG, called to the Reich Chancellery. I was told 
?that Adolf Hitler had a toothache . Upon examination I found a swelling of the 
[gingiva of the left lower jar, extending from the left central incisor to the 
ileft cuspid. The lower left lateral incisor had at its distal end a cavity 
Jrhich extended as far as the pulp cavity. The pulp was deat and the tooth 
Isensitive to pressure. 0-1 lo' er incisors, especially the ones on the left, 
fwere very loose. 

E; "The pains could be caused either by an abscess in the area of the root- 
.Stips or by an abscess in the gingival pocket of the lower left lateral incisor. 

1 1- "After opening of the root canal and removal of an abundance of tarter the 
ll^ains soon decreased in intensity and diseppeared completely oyer night. 

:: 1 "The A-rcy photos showed the following: a lentil-sized light spot arxaund 
' ithe tip of the root of the lower left lateral incisor. Strong atrophy of the 
' alveoli, most pronounced around the lower right central incisor and the lower 
^eft' central and lateral incisors... 

f "During the following days — besides the treatment of the root of the lower 
lleft lateral incisor — tarter was thoroughly. The gingivitis healed and the 
■ fteeth became steadier and again fit for use. The treatment of the root took a 
|norrral course. The tooth was filled with iodoform- paste ( alkhoff) and temp- 
■brarily closed...

' "In the upper jaw much more extensive work was neccss.:ry. There existed on 
’ cither side bridges which were connected by an arch behind the left incisors. 
Three fourths of the upper left lateral incisor was broken off.. The arch con- 
necting the two bridges caused annoyance because food particles got caught in 
it easily. The gingiva had receded considerably from the edges of the existing 
gold crowns, so that the necks of the teeth were exposed. Caries had started at 
some of these points. 

"The old bridges had to be removed end replaced. As the upper right central 
incisor was tlready absent end replaced by part of the bridge and as, in add- 
ition, the lateral incisor was 3 ''4 broken off,- the gaps would have impeded 
speech. Hitler refused a temporary replacement through a removable dental plate 
for the period of manufacture (of the now replacements). It was then possible 
to remove both bridges in their entirety. They were taken out at each sitting 
and temporarily fastened again cfter.ard. The root of the upper left lateral 
incisor, which had to be completely removed for the fitting-on of the new crown, 
received a temporary pivot- tooth. 
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The picture shored a surprise formation of a deep pocket around the rhole 
root, alurast cs far as the tip of the root. There must, consequently, have been 
an inf loramation of this tooth in existence for the last months. It either did 
not ce.'ose any pain, dr the pain — rrongly diagnosed as neuralgic — ras killed 
throuih obtundents. Despite thorough questioning., I could not get a clear pic- 
ture of the history of these pains from Hitler. Ee disliked intensely talking 
about his health. 

'■I rented earliest possible extrc.ction of the toetb... '.e had to postpone 
this, horever, because Hitler’s general condition did not permit an opcation 
I of this kind... 

I *.'.t the end of October (1944) I obtained, after repeated reminders, per- 

I mission to perform the extraction. 

i "The old bridge on the left upper jar ras then cut in front of the gold 
crorn on the 2nd blouspic. *. The tooth, together vith the cut-off pert of the 
bridge, came out very easily... 

■On the occasion of this treatioent I insisted that the treatment of the 
I root of the upper left central incisor be at last brought to an end, so that 
unnecessary complications could be avoided... I ras promised that I rould be 
•| called vithin the next fer reeks. I actually did receive the order, on 15 
E. December 1944 » to report at the headquarters, ’"here I arrived bn l6 December, 
p The headquarters ras then in the Viest, in the vicinity of GIESSil^. Since the 

I offensive in the V/est had started that morning I did not treat him... 

"From, the middle of January 1945 Hitler ras constantly in the Berlin 
Reich Chancellery. ;.gain and again he postponed the treatment of the upper left 

I' incisor. He came once to the dental station for a short rhile in mid- February 

I for a superficial examination. Besides the i*6moval of tartar on the lorer 
incisors no tireatiaent ras performed on that occasion."
